VERA CRUZ, Nov. 23.—The American 
forces of occupation under Gen. Fred- 
erick Funston, after a stay in Vera Cruz 
‘of peven months, today’ began embark | 
ing on the steamships which will return 
‘them to the United: States.

Ex-ise Commissioner Says Those 
Selling Liquor Come Under 
Dramshop Regulations. 


Excise Commissioner Anderson this 
morning announced a ruling that clubs 
which obtain saloon licenses will be 
required to close their bars during the 
hours saloons are prohibited from keep- 
ing open, and that such clubs will not 
be permitted to maintain a locker sys- 
tem for the use of members when the 
bar is closed. 

Anderson in explaining his ruling on 
lockers said that a club which does not 
have a saloon license could have a lock- 
er system, but, of course, as a club could 
not dispense liquors, Such liquor as 
members keep in their lockers, he said, 
must be the personal property of the 
member having the locker. 

The principle of the permissibility of 
lockers, he said, was that a man was 
entitled to maintain any bex or locker in 
his club exactly as he might maintain it 
in his home, and that it was nobody's 
business what he kept in it. 

Anderson Explains Ruling. 

Anderson pointed out that saloon reg- 
ulations prohibit the drinking or serv- 


ing of liquors after hours on premises 
for which the licenses are issued ani 
that these regulations would prevent 
clubs which have licenses from having 
liquor drunk except during the hours 
the bars are permitted to be open, 

His office, he explained, has nothing | 
to do with prosecutions of clubs which | 
may sell liquor without obtaining a 
license, the Prosecuting Attorney — 5 
charged by law with such prosecutions 

He said that in cases of violation of 
the laws by clubs which obtained - 
censes, he and the Prosecuting Attorney 
were charged with a joint duty. He said 
that it was the duty of the Prosecuting 
Attorney to prosecute all, saloon keep- 
ers whose licenses were revoked for vio- 
lation of the law.

“hief Young says any group of ind) 
viduals, whether they have a club char- 
ter or not, may form a Bummelkass® 
and drink without fear of molestation. 
so long as they pay in advance and no 
money changes hands at the time When 
the drinks are consumed. Any indi- 
viduals who chip in and buy a barrel of 
beer may maintain a room where the 
beer may be drunk, the only condition 
being that none must be given to any 
person who does not contribute to the 
Bummelkasse. 

Members Chip in for Beer. 

There are several organizations in St. 
Louis which use the Bummelkasse sys- 
tem in supplying drinks to their mem- 
bers. The club locker system is a va- 
riation of it, and, according to Chief 
Young’s view, it cannot legally be in- 
terfered with. 

“If a group of men buy their beer or 
liquor in advance and then share it they 
are within the law,” said the Chief. 
“The law is against selling intoxicants. 
The only exception is the saloon keeper, 
who is forbidden to sell or give away 
intoxicants without a license. 

„There is a glass biowers’ club at 4500 
North Broadway which has been in ex- 
letence a long time. The members ail 
chip in and buy a barre] or a keg of 
beer for Sunday. That is all right. At 
the headquarters of the St. Louis Bowi- 
ing Club at Blair and Cass avenues, [ 
understand, the same system is used.”

Lobster Market Hard Hit; 


Germans Were Big Buyers 

ST. JOHNS, Newfoundland, Nov. 28 
The canned-lobster industry of New- 
foundland and Canada has been hard 
hit by the war. As Germany is the 
largest consumer of this product, the 
principal market has been cut off. A 
case of 48 tins, which brought $24 in 
New Foundland before the war, now 
cannot be sold for more than 388 or 810. 
As one merchant put it: “Canned lob- 
sters are as great a drug on the market 
in Canada and Newfoundland as bales 
of cotton in the United States.” 

Ordinarily the returns from the indus- 
try amount to about $3,000,000 a year in 
Canada and $500,000 in this colony. 

Many of those interested favor the 
forcing of a closed season on lobsters 
during the whole of next year, thus 
taking advantage of the opportunity to 
replenish the fisheries which have been 
greatly depleted by extravagant methods 
of lobster taking. 


Kaiser Plans Return to 
Berlin for Extended Stay

ROCKEFELLER SHIP. 
INLOADS FOOD FOR 
STARVING BELGIANS 


Stevedores at Rotterdam Fight 
for Privilege of Aiding— 
Americans Entertained. 


ROTTERDAM, Nov. %.—The cargo of 
provisions for the destitute people of 
Belgium sent by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion on the steamer Massapequa was 
unloaded here today and is now on the 


way to Belgium. 

Before the ship had been made fast. 
500 stevedores swarmed aboard and un- 
loaded the cargo with speed. The steve. 
dores fought for the coveted privilege 
of helping in the work, which carried 
with it the right to use a pass marked 
“member American commission.” The 
process of unloading was watched by 
a large crowd, in which were Capt. T. 
F. Lucey of the American Relief Com- 
mission, Lieutenant-Commander Walter 
R. Gherardi, American naval attache at 
Berlin; Soren Listoe, American Consul- 
General at Rotterdam, and Capt. Suther 
land, American military attache at The 
Hague. 

Listoe extended the official welcome 
and Maurice M. Langhorne, secretary 
of the American legation to the Neth- 
erlands,. who represented the absent 
American Minister, Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, made an address. A representa 
tive of the Belgium Rellef Committés 
replied with an expression of thanks to 
the American people on behalf of his 
‘gountrymen. In the afternoon the 
Americans Were entertained -by the 
Burgomaster of Rotterdam. He took 
them to a football game, where the 
American flag was hoisted and the 


American national anthem played. 


The officers of the Massapequa- said 
they had an exciting voyage, having en- 
countered a violent gale, which com- 
pelled them to lay to for several days.

Rockefeller Commission to Extend 
Relief Work in Ebrope. 
LONDON, Nov. B.—The relief work 
of the Rockefeller Foundation in Aus- 
tria, Servia, France and some sections 
of Russia, will be undertaken actively 
at once. Dr. Wickliffe Rose, head of 
the Rockefeller commission, said today 
that he and his associates would soon 
visit these countries, where the needs 
of the people are perhaps as great as 
in Belgium, although less has been heard 

of it. 

It is the purpose or the commission, 
Dr. Rose explained, to discover the lo- 
calities in which the needs of the people 
were greatest, regardless of the coun- 
try, and send immediate relief.

Losses Delay German Attack. 

“Monday, Nov. 16, our troops of the 
left passed the most peaceful day they 
had experienced during the last month. 
There was little shelling and no in- 
fantry attacks. A er asserted that 
it had been the {ntention of the Ger- 
mans to assault this quarter on the fir- 
teenth, but the damage inflicted by our 
artillery on the previous day was 80 
heavy that it hed been decided to post- 
pone the operation until reinforcements 
should arrive, 

“There ie no doubt that on the fif- 
teenth, in massing preparatory to an at- 
tack, the Germans had committed cer- 
tain faults and our guns and maxims 
were given good opportunity, which 
they at once seized with devastating 
to the rear battalions. 

‘The fighting to the south of Ypres 
continued without marked advantage to 
either side, but the French everywhere 
held thelr ground. On the center all 
was quiet. On our right the enemy con- 
tinued to show some activity, pushing 
forward the saps and throwing bombs 
from their trenches and mortars. One 
of their sapheads was successfully at- 
tacked during the night and an earth- 
boring tool was captured. 

“On Tuesday, on our left, the Ger- 
mans made another effort in the di- 
rection of Ypres. After shelling our po- 
sitions to the east and to the southeast 
they made three attacks. About 1 p. m. 
their infantry advanced in strength 
against our section on this line and 
took possession of some trenches out of 
which our troops had deen driven by 
shell fire. When the Germans endeav- 
ored to press on, our infantry made a 
brilliant counter attack, with bayonets 
and drove them out of the trenches and 
for some 500 yards beyond. 

“A gecond attempt made farther to 
the southwest was pressed within five 
yards of.our line before it was broken 
by our rifle fire. On this occasion the 
Germans advanced obliquely across our 
front and suffered very severely from 
our rifle and gun fire. 

1200 Dead Over 500 Yards. 

‘The number of killed left in front of 
a length of some 600 yards of our 
front is estimated at about 1200. The 
assault was made by regular troops 
though not by the guard. 

“About 8 p. m., they massed for the 
third assault, but being subjected to a 
hot shell fire, they gave up the at- 
tempt. On the whole, it was a most 
successful day for our arms. 

„Wednesday, the 18th, was another 
quiet day. Nothing occurred except the 
shelling of our right. The enemy con- 
tented himself with sapping, it ts stated. 
Owing to the high tide, the inundation 
was extending satisfactorily to the 
southeast of Dixmude. 

„Thursday, the nineteenth, also was 
uneventful.

GERMANY ASSURES 
Rion LEADER OF 
NER GOOD WILL 


Sir Roger Casament Is Told at 
Berlin Invaders Would 
Not Destroy. 


BERLIN, by wireless to London, Nov. 
23.—Sir Roger Casament of Dublin, a 


leader of the Irish Volunteers, was re- 
ceived Saturday at the German Foreign 
Office here. Sir Roger said that state- 
ments had been published in Ireland 
that a victory for German arms in the 
war would result in a great loss for the 
Irish people, whose homes, churches and 
lands would be at the mercy of the in- 
vading army which would be actuated 
only by motives of pillage and con- 
quest. 

These statements, coupled with recent 
speeches made by John Redmond, have 
caused great apprehension among the 
Irish as to what might be expected in 
event of a German victory, said Sir 
Roger. 

The acting secretary of the Foreign 
Office, by order of the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, declared to Sir Roger that the 
German Government repudiated the evil 
intentions attributed to it. Germany, he 
said, would never invade Ireland with 
a view to its conquest or the overthrow 
of any Irish nationalist institutions 
and should fortune ever bring German 
troops to the Irish shores the troops 
would land, not as an army of in- 
vaders to pillage and destroy, but as 
the forces of a nation inspired by good 
will toward Ireland and her people, for 
whom Germany desired national pros- 
perity and freedom. 


Sir Roger Casement is well known in 
the.lnited States. He visited this coun- 
try last summer and made speeches in 
numerous cities in support of home rule 
for Ireland. 

Sir Roger was a leader in the move- 
ment, which was started a year ago, to 
organize an Irish national volunteer 
force to uphold the authority of the 
crown and Government of Ireland on 
the same lines as the Ulster force which 
Sir Edward Carson organized. He was 
at Philadelphia in July when four Irish- 
men were killed and a number were 
wounded near Dublin in the riot follow- 
ing the seizure by the Government of 
arms, which were intended for the vol- 
unteers. He characterized the Govern- 
ment’s action as “lawless violence.“ 

Sir Roger also is well known for his 
investigation in 1912 into the Putomayo 
rubber district atrocities. He was Con- 
sul-General at Rio Janeiro at the time.

HOW CITY WOULD 
PAY FOR PARKWAY 


Funds Would Have to Be Raised 
by Benefit Assessments Before 
Work Could Start. 


BOND ISSUE UNLIKELY 


Excess of Damage Awards Prob- 
ably Could Be Made Up by 
General Tax. 


City Counselor Baird, in an interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
explained how the city would raise ths 
money to pay for the parkway property 
which will be condemned if the bill 
pending in the House of Delegates is 
passed and becomes a law. 

After the ordinance becomes effective 
the city would institute condemnation 
suits against the property owners, and 
commissioners would be appointed to 
assess the benefits and damages. 

The commissioners would determine 
how much the owners of condemned 
property has been damaged, and how 
much other property owners in the 
benefited district had been benefited. 


City Must Have Money First. 
When the findings of the commision- 


ers shall have been approved by the 
Court there will be judgment for dam- 
ages against the city equal to the value 
of the property taken, and judgments 
against the property owners in the ben- 
efitted district. 

The commissioners would determine 
how much of the cost of the parkway 
would have to be paid wy the property 
cwners, and how much by the city at 
large. 

If the parkway should cost $7,000,000, 
and $6,000,000 should be assessed against 
the property owners, the city would 
have to raise but $1,000,000 for its share 
cf the expense. But the city would 
have to have all the money to pay for 
the property before it could take pos- 
ression of it. 

That would make it necessary, beforr 
any work was done, for the city to raise 
$7,000,000 in cash. 

The city would have the power, by 
ordinance, to issue bonds against the 
$6,000,000 of benefit judgments. No vote 
of the people would be required to issue 
these bonds. 

The city could raise the other million 
dollars either by bond issue or from 
general taxation. If by bond issue, 4 
two-thirds vote would be required to 
authorize the bonds. 

If more than $1,000,000 should be as- 
sessed against the city at large, it is 
quite probable that an effort would be 
made to raise the money by bond issue. 
But it is thought the city could raise 
at least $1,000,000 by taxation without 
going to the trouble and expense of call 
ing a bond issue election.

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INVESTIGATES 
PARDONING OF PATRICK 
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District Attorney Inquires Into Truth of Affidavits 
That It Was Brought About by John T. 
Milliken Through Mine Deal. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—District Attor- 
ney Whitman began this afternoon an 
investigation of all circumstances at- 
tendant upon the granting of a pardon 


On Nov. 27, 1912, by John A. Dix, then 
Governor of New York, to Albert T. 
Patrick, who was serving a life sen- 


tence at Sing Sing for the murder of 
William Marsh Rice. 

The investigation was begun. after 
two affidavits had been filed with the 
District Attorney concerning published 
statements that Joseph. Walker Jr., a 
Wall street banker, had offered to ob- 
tain Patrick’s pardon if John T. Milli- 
ken of St. Louis, Patrick’s brother-in- 
law, would join him in a mining deal. 
The affidavits filed were made by George 
C. Goodrich and wife, Mrs. Anna 8. 
Goodrich, and related their version of 
what transpired at a meeting here. of 
themselves and Milliken on March 23, 
1912. 

Inasmuch as the statute of limitations 
would become operative within three 
Gays Assistant District Attorney Dele- 
hanty, who was placed in charge of the 
investigation, was instructed to use all 
possible expedition. 

Whitman Confers With Assistant. 

Whitman's appearance at his office 
today was his first since he was elected 
Governor and was unexpected by his 
staff. It was understood that he had 
considered carefully the situation and 
had started the investigation to deter- 
mine whether a crime had been commit- 
ted in connection with the obtaining or 
issuance of the pardon. He conferred 
with Delehanty for more than an hour 
and announced at the conclusion of the 
conference that if the facts warranted 
the matter would be placed before the 
grand jury. 

It was understood that Whitman would 
not ask for an indictment unless cor 
roboration were obtained of the affi- 
davits already published.

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Former Gov. Dix, who is in this city, 
said today that he had pardoned Paté 
tick solely for the sake of his childrea. 
He repeated*his previous denial of the 
report that he had pardoned Patrick 
at the request of Walker. 

Goodrich’s Story ef Pardon. 

According to Goodrich's affidavit. 
Walker had been trying to effect a mine 
merger, but had been unable to per- 
Suade Milliken to part with his property, 
the rich Golden Cycle mine in Colorado. 
Goodrich says that he met Joseph 
Walker Jr. and was asked, because of 
his friendship with Milliken, to help per- 
suade the St. Louis man to give an op 
tion on the Golden Cycle mine. He said 
he did not think it could be done; but 
that Walker asked him if he thought 
Milliken would feel grateful and obli- 
gated’’ toward a man who would get 1 
rardon for Patrick. Goodrich says he 
told Walker that he thought Milliken 
“would do anything in the world for 
such a man.“ 

“I can get my friend Gov. Dix to par- 
don Patrick.“ the affidavit then states 
that Walker said to. Goodrich. 

“You don't realize how closely allied 
Dix is with our firm,” Walker then said. 
according to the affidavit. Dix’s closest 
friends on earth are Horace C. Young 
of Albany and Mr. Young’s father-in- 
law, Oscar L. Hascy, one of the wealth - 
lest men in Albany. Mr. Young’s son, 
Clarence G. Young, is a member of our 
firm These men are all associated 
vith me in this proposed merger, and 
are most anxious to see it succeed. Gov. 
Dix transacts business through my of- 
fice. One of my partners recently did 
the Governor a great favor.“ 

The affidavit then goes on to tell how 
Goodrich narrated this conversation to 
Milliken; how Milliken met Walker and 
«ignified his willingness to do business: 
how the pardon was granted and an 
option on the Golden Cycle mine given 
to the Walker interests.

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SIR OLIVER LODGE 


HAS TALKED WIT 
THE DEAD, HE SAYS 


English Scientist Declares He 
Has Conversed Freely With 
Departed Friends. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York Worid. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—Sir Oliver Lodge, 
president of the Society for Physical 
Research, made a striking declaration of 
his spiritual faith today at Browning 
Hall, Walworth, expressing positive con- 
viction of a future existence, and as- 
serting that he had talked with friends 
who have died. 


“Once you realize tnat consciousness 
is something outside of the mechanis:n 
it makes use of, Sir Oliver said, “you 
realize that the survival of existence is 
the simplest thing. 

“Tt is unreasonable that the soul 
should jump out of existence when the 
body is destroyed. We ourselves are 
not limited to the few years that we 
have on this earth. We shall go on 
without it; we shall certainly still con- 
tinue to exist; we certainly shall sur- 
vive.“ 

Speaks on Seientifle Grounds, 

Why do I say that? I say it on defi- 
nite scientific grounds; I say it because 
I know that certain friends: of mine 
still exist, because I nave talked to 
them, Communication is possible, but 
one must obey the laws to find out the 
conditions. I do not say it is easy, but 
I say it is possible, and I have con- 
versed with them as I would converse 
with anyone in this audience. 

“Being scientific men, they have given 
proof that it is real, not impersonation, 
not something emanating from myself. 
They have given definite proofs, some 
of which are being published. Many are 
being withheld for a time, but will be 
published later. 

“I tell you it is so with all the 
strength of conviction that I can muster 
—that it is so that we do persist; that 
people still take an interest in the things 
that are going on; that they still help’ 
us and know more about things than 
we do and that they are able from time 
to time to communicate with us. 

No Limit Until God Is Reached. 
“I know that man is surrounded by 
other intelligences. If you once step 
beyond man there is no limit until you 
come to the Infinite intelligence Him- 
self. Once having gone beyond man you 
go on and must go on until vou come to 
God. 

But it is no strange land to which 
I am leading you. Here on this planet 
you are limited in certain ways and 
blind to much that is going on, but I 
tell you we are surrounded by beings 
working with us, co-operating, helping— 
such as people in visions have had some 
perception of, that which religion tells 
us, saints and angels are—and that the 
Master himself is helping us, is, I be- 
lieve, literally true.’’ 


HEADACHE TABLETS KILL 
NOTED PATENT LAWYER 


H. O. Binney Devoted Several 
Months Each Year to Some 


Eccentric Mania. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Harold Os- 
good Binney, who was regarded as one 
of the most brilliant patent lawyers in 
the country, but whose eccentricities 
frequently involved him in picturesque 
escapades, died at the home of his moth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. Weil, at Mount Vernon, 
N. Y.. yesterday. His death was due 
to an overdose of headache tablets. 
Binney’s case was peculiar in that for 
eight of nine months of the year he 
would lead a normal life, devoting him- 
self to the practice of his specialty in 
the Federal courts and then suddenly he 
would abandon his office and for the 
remaining months of the year indulge 
himself in eccentricities, his mania run- 
ning to aeroplanes, automobile speed- 
ing through crowded streets, fast yachts 
and troubles with the police.

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ERROR FOR FRANK 


Attempt to Gain Review in 


Highest Court of Conviction 
for Murder Fails.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Amos Pinchot, 
one of the leaders in the Roosevelt pro- 
gressive movement in 1912, in an article 
in The Masses on the “Failure of the 
Progressive Party,“ declares that the 


party, under blind leadership, departed. 


from its ideals and followed a shallow 
middle-of-the-road course, permitted it- 
self to be used for a pro-trust propa- 
ganda by George W. Perkins, with the 
approval of Col. Roosevelt, and degener- 
ated into a personal faction and died. 
Ho says the party never can be brought 
to life again until a new and more so- 
cial conception of politics dawns upon 
the party leaders.“ 

He says the Progressive program had 
something of everything in it, from the 
care of babies to the building of a birch 
bark canoe.” Yet it contained little 
which dealt with the actual problems of 
the United States in any but the most 
superficial manner. 

„It contented itself,“ he continues, 
“with a series of unobjectionable re- 
form, supposedly adapted to vote-get- 
ting from all quarters. He declares it 
carried a withered and decidedly sus- 
picious looking olive branch to labor and 
capital and to democracy and oligarchy 
Alike.“ 

In Pinchot's opinion a new party has 
no place in the United States unless it 
represents radicalism.. He says: 

The Progressive party should either 
have undertaken to go deeply and in- 
telligently into the causes of economic 
troubles which threaten the peace of 
society, as the Liberal parties in En- 

gland, France and Germany have done, 
or it should have kept its fingers out of

Prosecutor Begins Inquiry When 
Second Disagreement Is Re- 
ported in Murder Case. 


Circult Attorney Harvey today began 


a mysterious man in a sweater coat who 
is alleged to have attempted to intiu- 


ence three members of the jury in the 
case of Richard (Bud) Murray, charged 
with first degree murder in killing Ste- 
phen Lukos in Lukos’ saloon, 1463 Madi- 
son street, Sept. 2, 1913. 

The jury was discharged by Judge 
Jones at 10 a. m. today after it had de- 
liberated 44 hours without reaching an 
agreement. It stood 10 for conviction 
and two for acquittal. 

Deputy Sheriffs Skerry and Hamilton, 
who had charge of the jury, told Harvey 
three members of the jury told them 
about the man in the sweater coat. 

Tell How They Were Approached. 

They said that last Wednesday, after 
a panel of 47 men had been selected 
from which to choosethe 12 jurymen 
this man approached them as they sa“ 
in the courtroom and told them Murra? 
should not be convicted, as he had an 
old mother and a wife and two chil- 
dren. 

Harvey was in the courtroom when the 
jury was dismissed. He asked Judge 
Jones for permisoisn to question the 
jurymen. They were taken into the 
Judge’s private room and Harvey re- 
mained closeted with them for half an 
hour. 

After the conference Harvey said one 
of the jurymen told him he believed the 
man in the sweater coat could be identi- 
fied. A search for the man was made 
in the Municipal Courts Building, but he 
could not be found. 

is Second Disagreement. 

Harvey said he did not question the 
jurors as to which of them were ap- 
proached or ask whether the two men 
who voted for acquittal had been ap- 
proached. He said that if he could learn 
the identity of the man in the sweater 
coat he would bring the case to the at- 
tention of the grand jury. 

This is the second time a jury has dis- 
agreed in Murray’s case. At his pre- 
vious trial the jury stood 11 for convic- 
tion and one for acquittal. 

Murray’s defense was that he did not 
fire a shot at Lukas and that all the 
shots were fired by his companion, Fred 
Moeller, who is now serving a life sen- 
tence for the Lukos killing. 


SIEGEL WILL NOT TESTIFY,

The State Labor Bureau’s compilation of fig- 
ures shows that St. Louis’ output of manufac- 
tured goods last year was valued at $378,7381,470, 
furnishing employment for 114,605 persons, to 
whom $74,692,604 was paid in wages. Particularly 
interesting are the increases for the first half of 
this year, misrepresented as a year of lessened 
industrial activity. The value of output showed 
a gain of 9 per cent, or $33,075,032. The number 
of employes increased 1138 and the total paid in 
wages $3,994,208, showing that average wages in- 
creased as well as the number of names on the 
payroll.

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NOVEL VIEWS OF RAILROADING, 
President E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fe lately 
suggested an organization for railroads based on 
ithe plan of the Federal Reserve banks, with a re- 
| presentative of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on the directing board in each proposed 
railroad district. 

Chairman B. F. Yoakum of the Frisco has a 
plan for a joint public and private ownership of 
railroads. In a letter to Judge Judson C. Clements 
of the commission he asserts that for new equip- 
ment, terminals, double tracks, bond refunding 
and other purposes exclusive of new construction, 
the railroads of the country will need $750,000,000 
a year for the next 10 years. He asks why a 
Government that has already built the Panama 
Canal and is about to build a railroad in Alaska 
should not help the railroads of the continental 
part of the United States out in these readjust- 
ments and improvements. 

“The Federal Government is now regulating the 
expenses and revenues of the railroads,” he says. 
“Tt should go a step farther and safely aid them 
in future financing and, in consideration there- 
for, enjoy a share of the profits.” This would 
enable the railroads to get their money for about 
3 per cent, instead of 5 or 6 per cent as at present, 
making lower rates possible. The Government’s

These and other suggestions from professional 


strange views as to the future of railroading in 
America are not confined to laymen. No such 
crisis as would justify revolutionary measures has 
been shown to exist. It accumulated needs con- 
stituting a special problem now confront the rail- 
roads, it is due to their injudicious financial and 
other policies in the past. They can gradually get 
themselves out of the hole by pursuing policies 
the opposite of those that got them into it. 


Mr, Clements, senior member of the Interstate 
[Oommerce Commission, politely but emphatically 
scolded the State Railroad Commissioners, con- 
vened in Washington, for imposing “divergent and 
conflicting policies” on the railroads which they 
are set to regulate. 
Would anybody (excepting, of course, the amia- 
ble politicians now serving on State Railroad 
Commissions) seriously complain if Congress 
were to order the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to assume the whole duty of regulating the 
railroad network of the United States? 
Wouldn't it be better all around, now that all 
the railroads are knitted together in a few great 
systems, to localize public authority for their 
harmonious and effective regulation in the Na- 
tional Commission? 
Wouldn't great economies in operation and 
gains in service ensue, with more substantial jus- 
tice to all sections of the country, if the 46 
State Railroad Commissions, each pulling and 
hauling a different way for its own State's ad- 
vantage, were relieved of their piecemeal author- 
ity over the country’s steam transportation lines, 
and responsibility for that work concentrated in 
the national agency? 

The State Railroad Commissions might be 
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share of the profits of operation he would devote

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TRIMMING THE BRITISH NAVY. 

Commenting on the sinking of the British 
superdreadnought Audacious, following a run of 
successes by Germany in the Bernhardi policy of 
gradually reducing the British naval supremacy 
by surreptitious attacks, while the German navy 
remains safely in its base at Kiel, an expert pre- 
dieted that the hour was certainly approaching 
when the two navies would be equally matched. 

But, a correspondent points out, this estimate 
takes no ‘account of the fact that, while the 
trimming goes oh, Great Britain is not idle. So 
far, the loss by the British fleet has been about 
40 per cent in excess of that sustained by the 
German fleet. No doubt Germany is putting 
forth all her activity in repairing her losses. 
What is Great Britain doing? 

In a speech at the London Opera House, Sept. 
11, the First Lord of the Admiralty said that 
“within the next 12 months the number of great 
ships which will be completed for this country 
is more than double the number that will be 
completed for Germany.” 

And in a speech on the navy estimates in July, 
1913; Mr. Churchill made the impressive state- 
ment that England’s record in ship building at 
that time was equal to the delivery of a de- 
stroyer once a week, a light cruiser every 30 
days, and a dreadnought of the latest possible 
type and the highest possible cost every 45 days.” 
That this speed has been maintained is vouched 
for by Mr. Churchill in a recent statement that 
“our resources in warship building are being 
utilized to the utmost.” 

It is hardly probable that German efficiency 
‘can beat this wonderful showing. The 
ming,” as far as ships are concerned, might go 
on at the present rate for a long time without 
reducing Great Britain’s admitted supremacy or 


No 
war loans nor factories can make up for this loss.

OUR NEW CANAL GUNS. 
From the New York Sun. 

Projectiles capable of piercing 113 
inches of steel armor at a distance of 
more than ten miles can be fired from 
new coast defense guns to be installed 
by the United States army in the de- 
fense at the Panama Canal and Manila 
Bay, according to the annual report of 
Brigadier-General Crozier, chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, made public here 
today. 

These are new 14-inch guns of greater 
caliber than those hertofore installed in 
American defenses and of greater pow- 
er. They will discharge shells weighing 
1600 pounds each with a maximum ef- 
fective range of 18,000 yards, or @ little 
more than ten miles. 

The guns of this type already made 
have been thoroughly tested and found 
wholly satisfactory. Gen. Crozier as- 
serts, in the manufacture of these and 
other guns for the army the arsenal at 
Watervliet has been working on a day- 
and-night basis for more than a year. 

Twenty-three of the latest type of 12- 
inch mortars were made during the 
last year and all were sent to the 
Panama Canal.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23—At the vast 
Manhattan Opera House, once sacred 
to Oscar Hammerstein's song birds in 
his Napoleonic competition with the 
Metropolitan, I have just seen “Life,” 
the biggest melodrama production ever 
made on a New York stage. 

One may not deny the bigness of this 
William A. Brady offering. Assuredly it 
is the daddy of all melodramas in 
sheer size—a Gargantuan play, a mas- 
todonic megatherium of the theaters as 
a circus press agent might say, the 
veritable Goliath of the embattled hosts 
of Thespis now aligned in fierce rivalry 
upon the Armageddon field of Gotham's 
Playhouse district. 

And thrilling? Why, upon my word 
of honor, the gigantic Manhattan stage 
is a seething caldron of physical and 
emotional excitement from start to 
finsh! Seeing “Life” indeei<well, one 
sees life all right, if the most villainous 
villainy, the most virtuous virtue, the 
most blood-chilling peril by flood and 
the most pulse-quickening hair-breadth 
escapes, the most overwhelming tri- 
umphs of good over evil at the last, are 
the main ingredients of Life. 

It's a madly tumultuous and roaring 
epitome of life compressed explosively 
into two and a half hours of dynamie 
action and fog-horn voctferousness— 
that’s what Life“ is! 

Nor is this astonishing John L. Sulli- 
van of melodrama content with the spo- 
ken—or shouted—speech of human kind 
for the complete delivery of its message 
to the playgoing world.
